Particularly, note In the case where the claimed ranges "overlap or lie inside ranges disclosed by the prior art" a prima facie case of 
obviousness exists. In re Wertheim, 541 F.2d 257, 191 USPQ 90 (CCPA 1976); In re Woodruff, 919 F.2d 1575, 16 USPQ2d 1934 
(Fed.Cir. 1990), Further, preferred embodiments in the priro art do not constitute a teach away. Note, the question under 35 U.S.C. 103 
is not merely what reference expressly teach, but what they would have suggested to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made; all disclosures of prior art, including unpreferred embodiments, must considered. In re Lamberti and Konort
